Hew Douglas Catapult Escape 
System on Jets Set for Fleet

RAPKC, the navy's now rorkot- 
ratapult escape system, capable 
of saving a pilot's life In bail­ 
out from Rround levrl to high 
altitude, is ready for the fleet.

The escape system is the re­ 
sult of effort by the navy and 
Douglas Aircraft Co. RAPEC 
(rocket - assisted - personnel- 
ejection -jpatapult) was developed 
by the Naval Ordnance Test Sta­ 
tion, China Lake, for the navy's 
Bureau of Ordnance. Douglas de­ 
veloped the seat system for the 
Bureau Aeronautics.

The system met test require­ 
ments so well that navy spokes­ 
men said its utilization can be 
expected to assure a major in­ 
crease in pilot survivability.

RAPEC is a solid - propellant 
rocket fastened to the pilot's 
seat, operating as a piston inside 
another tube attached to the air­ 
craft. A feature unique in pro­ 
pulsion development- is a pas 
booster tube contained inside the 
«ol'd nronellant.

RAPKO system works in four 
stages: (1) propellant gpses push 
the seat out of the aircraft: ('-) 
rocket projects pilot and seat 200 
feet above his aircraft; (3) mech­ 
anical device separates pilot from 
seat; i'i parnrhute opens, low­ 
ering pilot safely. ^

RAPKO has been under de­ 
velopment at. China Lake for two 
years. Tt is one of navy's ans­ 
wers to the fatality factor for 
aircraft accidents below 2000 
feet. Most jet crashes occur due 
to flameout on takeoff or land­ 
ing.

RAPEC catapult pushes a pilot- 
out of the cockpit at 4?H-degree 
angle, and at a maximum accel­ 
eration of 18 G for .4 second. 
This is safely below the human 
tolerance figure.

A load-limiting, energy-absorb­ 
ing system protects the pilot in 
event of n crash landing.

The system has a two-phase 
ejection control. Primary control 
is triggered when the pilot pulls 
a curtain over his face. If unusual 
flight conditions prevent this he- 
cause of excessive acceleration 
loads on his arms, an alternate 
control, located at the seat front 
between his legs, effects instant 
ejection.

'An accordion-type bladder, in­ 
flated suddenly by compressed 
gas, lorcefully sep»r.-ite< the pi­ 
lot from the seat

The program h.i.. ..... i .-sfully
completed a number of 680-mph 
tests at the supersonic track, 
though the navy does not recom­ 
mend its i> ;l ^H- to eject at that 
speed.

The n.t\, - installing the 
RAPEC system in its Douglas

A<1I> Skyhawk attack bomber. 
RAPEC will replace all existing 
systems in the Skyhawk, and all 
new aircraft will come equipped. 

The Air Force also is interested 
in RAPEC designs, and a success­ 
ful pilot ejection from an F-104 
at 1600 feet has been recorded.
